That the British Government en- 
tered the most critical period in its 
existence with the re-assembly of 
Parliament is the general opinion 
here.

will not be known until the foreign 
xovernments to which it has com- 
muniehted ity intentions have 
digested them. 

The Government ix expected to 
‘be further ‘pressed on the subject 
of reform of the League of Na- 
tions, Japanese competition and 
assistance for Britiah shipping. 
Tn addition, the Socialivts are pre- 
pared to fight every siep of the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill. 

‘All indicntiona point to the 

fact that the country is tired 

of the old purty strife, yet 
what’ exactly the National 

Government means is some- 

what vague. 

Hence the demand for a new 
lead to attract moderate Conser- 
vatives, -Liberals and Labourites 
not wholly satisfied by the Na- 
tional Government, yet revolted by 
the alternntive threat of a So- 
elalist or Fascist dictatorship.— 
Reuter.
